The question of improv ing J effer­ 
sonv ille av enue from Tipton street to 
the Pennsylv ania freight house, a d is­ 
tance of two squares, is again before 
the council and will probably Re de­ 
finitely settled within a short time. 
A representativ e of the Pennsylv ania 
company has giv en the proposed im­ 
prov ement some attention and is of 
the opinion that the street should be 
pav ed with brick on account of the 
large amount of heav y hauling along 
that street. 
The matter was discussed by the 
board of public works sev eral months 
ago, but no definite action was taken. 
The railroad com pany stated that it 
would be ready to dispose of the dirt, 
if the city would load it on their cars. 
The company is also willing to make 
any 
improv ement 
which 
might 
be 
thought adv isable by the council, al­ 
though it would probably prefer a 
permanent improv ement. 
A. A. Dav ison, chairman of the 
board of public works, has made an 
estimate of the expense of the im­ 
prov ement 
with brick and crushed 
tone. 
He has estim ated that the two 
squares which will be improv ed will 
amount to about 2,610 square yards. 
According to his figures, the brick 
can be purchased for $4,000, the curb­ 
ing and guttering with the prov isions 
for the intersections of the street, can 
>e constructed for $400 and the e x­ 
cav ation would cost approximately 
$17 5. 
This would make a total of 
$4,57 5. 
Mr. Dav ison estim ates that 
the city would be required to pay 


1 bout $520 for its part of the im­ 
prov ement, which would leav e the bal­ 
ance of that amount to be div ided 
proportionately among the owners of 
the abutting property. 
There are 
1,600 lineal feet to he improv ed, and 
it is estimated that the cost per run­ 
ning foot would be about $2.50. 
If the improv ement is made with 
stone, the cost will be less. 
It would 
require one thousand cubic yards of 
stone to cov er the street to the depth 
of one foot. 
This amount of stone 
can be purchased and placed upon the 
street at an estim ated cost of $ 
2 ,0 0 0 . 
The expense of the curbing, gutter­ 
ing and excav ation would be about 
the same as if the street was improv ed 
with brick. 
If stogie is placed upon 
the street, the cost to the city will be 
about $350 and $1.50 for each lineal 
foot for the property holders and the 
railroad. 
The Medora Brick ( ’ompany lias 
agreed to furnish pav ing brick at $15! 
per 1000, deliv ered at Seymour. 
The 
company stated that it desired to hav e I 
the brick used in this city and would 
j 
make thi> rate in order to introduce j 
the block here. 
The council is of the opinion that if 1 
the street is to be improv ed soon that j 
the work should bygin without delay, 
^«» that it would be completed before 
winter. 
The 11 atter will be taken up 
soon and tlie nature of the material 
for the improv ement determined.

T he colonel did not have to cross 
from K ansas into Missouri to find how’ 
popular he is. 
But he discovered that 
here they are more wild about him 
than in any city he has touched on this 
trip. 
Since his spectacular announce­ 
m ent at Osawatomie that he is a pro­ 
gressive and is not affiliated in any 
w ay with President Taft or the adm in­ 
istration, the crowds have shown an 
even kindlier feeling in the west. 
Mr. Roosevelt liked it when they 
hailed him as a progressive. 
He did 
not scow] as he was called insurgent, 
but he said that he prefers the other 
appellation. He did nothing more than 
to beam happily as they cheered him 
for the nomination in 1912. 
He drank 
a toast to the president, but he did not 
sm ile then. 
Even the more conserva­ 
tive of the W ashington politicians are 
ready to adm it today that Roosevelt is 
th e big m ar of the country. 
All are 
not prepare« to declare that he is out 
for the nomination, but they think that 
he is mighty close to it and that if it 
Is offered to him he will not turn it 
dowm. 
And he won't. 
T h a t’s posi­ 
tive. 
It would be futile to deny the fact 
th a t the west regards Roosevelt as 
their next president. A goodly part of 
th e crowds that greet him in the cities 
and the towns take it for granted that 
h e is on a campaign tour, and they 
d on’t hold back in saying so. 
But the 
men who work the wires and who are 
supposed to be posted are going slow­ 
er. 
They are frankly puzzled. 
The 
colonel is not making statem ents as 
to his future. 
And the result is that 
all this hurrah is tending to put them 
up in the air. 
This is especially true 
of the friends of the adm inistration. 
Mr. Taft is not friendless in the west, 
by a long shot. 
K ansas City, of two states, received 
Roosevelt with wild whooping. 
The 
sunflower city is 
sm aller and was 
therefore not so noisy. 
But this towm 
w ent crazy. 
Every reserve on the po­ 
lice force was called out to keep the 
mobs in check. At the hotel where the 
colonel held forth most of the time the 
crowd jammed itself against the en­ 
tranc e and fought from morning until 
night to get a look. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
m ade four speeches. 
At Convention 
hall he faced an audience of nearly 
10,000 persons. 
It was the sort of re­ 
ception that quickened him in his cam ­ 
paign for progress. 
The big men of 
th e state were there. 
It was the Den- j 
ver reception over atrain, but there ! 
was more of it. 
he colonel preached a 
serm on here about honesty and cor­ 
ruption in business and politics. 
At the luncheon in the Baltimore 
hotel the colonel ate with the C om m er­ 
cial club of Kansas City. 
About 300 ! 
guests were present. 
Everybody join- 
i 
ed in when the songsters got busy. 
This is the first one they put over: 


“ Has anybody here seen Teddy; 
T E double D Y? 
H as anybody here seen Teddy; 
T. Ft. from Oyster Bay? 
His head is clear and his heart is true; 
H e’s i nsurgent through and through— 
H as anybody here seen Teddy? 
F or he is on his way.” 
The colonel thought that one was 
“fine, fine.’’ 
So they gave him an­ 
other: 
Listen: 


“At the next election time, 
At the next election tim e— 
Roaming round the woolly west, 
Getting things in line; 
For we like him and he likes us, 
And that s a very good sign 
T hat he w ill be our president, 
At next election time.” 


Well, you should have seen the col­ 
onel beam at this. 
He did not dare to 
applaud, of course, but he grinned so 
broadly that it was not necessary. No 
doubt he liked it. 
Mr, Roosevelt was the only speaker 
and be was brief. 
“Among the songs 
sung,” he began, “ was one anxiously 
seeking the knowledge of my w herea­ 
bouts,” and everybody laughed. “T hat 
song can be improved as to accuracy, 
if the word ‘progressive’ were substi­ 
tuted for ‘insurgent.’ ” 
And they sim ­ 
ply roared. 
There was a great burst of enthusi­ 
a sm from the business men. 
They 
had drunk to the fmalth of the presi­ 
dent of the United Slates, and the 
toastm aster characterized 
Roosevelt 
as “the first citizen of the land.”

wondered what it meant.

States in 1912, the concluding para­ 
graph of the platform declaring him 
fitted for the duties of that high office. 
The Georgia Democracy is pledged to 
use its best efforts to secure the Dem­ 
ocratic 
presidential 
nomination 
for 
Smith in 1912. 
The platform is ex­ 
trem ely progressive. 
!t indorses all of 
the reform m easures secured by Smith 
during his adm inistration as governor 
and dem ands further restrictions on 
corporations, especially as to curbing 
their activities in a political way. 
Of 368 votes, 233 were for Smith and 
135 for Brown. 
The Smith men used 
the steam roller and gave the minority 
no recognition. R epresentative Joseph 
Hill Hall, a Brown leader, was hooted 
out of the hall when he tried to ask 
for a m inority representation on the 
platform committee, and Senator Grif­ 
fith was likewise hooted from the hall 
when 
he 
tried 
to 
place 
Governor 
Brown in nomination. 
Nearly all the Brown leaders left 
the hall and on roll call half of the 
Brow’n counties refused to vote. 
The 
entire party m achinery was taken over 
by the Smith men. not a Brown sup­ 
porter being left of the executive com-1 
mittee. 
The Smith leaders say they 
only followed the precedent set by the 
Brown faction two years ago.

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IIE Lincoln park zoo in Chicago 
was a hotbed of tuberculosis a 
few years ago. 
Lions, tigers, 
reindeer, pythons, buffaloes, os­ 
triches—no species of animal seemed 
immune. 
But the monkey house was 
the center of trouble. 
Here there were 
practically only two causes of death— 
violence, for monkeys are great fight­ 
ers. and tuberculosis, says McClure’s 
Magazine. 
I>r. William A. Evans, pathologist 
of the zoo, performed an autopsy on 
every animal that died. 
There were 
fifty or sixty deaths a year, and 80 
per cent of these were from tubercu­ 
losis. 
When appealed to Cy Ik* Vry. 
the superintendent, called Dr. Evans* 
attention to the fact th at so far as cir­ 
cum stances would permit they faced 
conditions of tem perature as in their 
wild states. 
He had found that the average tem ­ 
perature in monkey countries was 85 
degrees F. 
The zoo monkey got that 
out of doors in summer. 
When winter 
came they were taken inside, steam 
heat was turned on and their quar­ 
ters kept at about 85 degrees. 


Cold Air Doctrine Tried. 
The next fall the zoo purchased its 
usual consignment of monkeys, most 
of them fresh from the tropics and in 
good condition. 
As usual, though, five 
had been in this country long enough 
to become sad and mangy specimens, 
having practically no hair and with 
skin draw n tightly around their bones 
—feeble, timid and feverish. 
At Dr. E vans’ suggestion these were 
placed aside as safe subjects for ex­ 
periment, and as the w inter came on 
they were kept in a place where they 
were constantly exposed to its chill­ 
ing drafts. 
A thatched shelter was 
provided into which they could re­ 
treat when the w eather became too 
icy, but no artificial heat was supplied. 
W ith the gradual approach of winter 
the monkeys showed as natural an in­ 
clination for the cold, open air as their 
healthy 
brothers 
did 
for 
the 
hot 
drafts inside the monkey house. Pres­ 
ently there appeared upon their em a­ 
ciated 
bodies a 
faint sprouting of 
hair, which grew thicker as the w eath­ 
er became more severe. 
Before the 
w inter was over all of them had thick 
brown furry coats; their muscles had 
grown 
large and 
strong; they ate 
| eagerly ami manifested an increased 
desire for the favorite simian pastim e 
j 
i - fighting. 
B ut the tw enty monkeys th at had 
entered 
the 
steam 
heated 
monkey 
house in splendid physical condition 
had not fared so well. 
By spring not a 
single one was alive—all had died of 
tuberculosis. 
The five outdoor animals, however, 
never showed the slightest trace of the 
disease. And two of them are still liv- 
i ing. strong, healthy, active and fero- 
i cious, though the cold air experiment 
was made five years ago. 
Of the 


1 other three one broke its back in a fall, 
| one died in giving birth to young, and 
the third succumbed to paralysis. 
Cy De Vry at once revised his philos- 
j 
! ophy of animal hygiene; he recognized j 
I that the point w as not to make the cli­ 
mate adaptable to your animal, but to j 
make your animal adapt itself to tin 
j 
climate. 
The Lincoln park zoo, win- 
e* thouteis. 
ter and summer, became an open air, 
cold air zoo. As a result of this reform 
there is no more tuberculosis in the 
park. In five years there has not been 
a single death from this disease. 


People Also Thrive. 
Events soon gave this sam e Dr. E v­ 
ans a large m easure of influence over 
health conditions in Chicago. 
When 
Mayor Busse came into office in J a n­ 
uary, 11X17, his greatest problem w as 
the selecting of a health commissioner. 
W hen he declared that he would ap­ 
point any man whom the medical pro­ 
fession should select a big committee 
of Chicago doctors unanimously decid­ 
ed on Dr. Evans. 
In an investigation early in his term I 
I)r. E vans showed precisely the kind ; 
of air that the people of Chicago were 
j 
breathing. 
The laboratory experts re- j 
ported that, in one of the largest the- 1 
aters the a ir was worse than that in 
j 
English prison cells. 
In the street 
cars the passengers were breathing, j 
along with m inim um quantities of oxy­ 
gen, 
microscopic particles of "soot, 
j 
sand, hair, starch, wool from cloth­ 
ing” and other materials. This descrip­ 
tion, of course, fits most American 
cities. 
Hygienlsts divide the contagious d is­ 
eases chiefly into three classes as be­ 
ing caused by one of three things—im ­ 
pure water, im pure food or im pure air. 
Typhoid is the most im portant disease 
of the first class and is caused m ain­ 
ly by drinking im pure water. 
D ysen­ 
tery is the most im portant of the sec­ 
ond, caused largely by eating im pure 
food, while the diseases most common­ 
ly cuused by im pure air are tuberculo­ 
sis. pneumonia and bronchitis. 
Everyw here modern science has m ade 
w’onderful progress in com bating the 
diseases caused by bad w ater and bad 
food. 
T ake the city of Chicago for 
example. 
It built its famous drainage 
canal and at a stroke cut down its ty ­ 
phoid rate nearly 500 per cent. 
By 
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cities had made great progress in sub­ 
duing tuberculosis. 
In Chicago the 
progress was almost inappreciable. 
Pneumonia 
was 
on 
tbe 
increase. 
More people were dying of this than 
of any other disease. 
In Chicago fifty 
years ago pneumonia ranked eighth as 
the most frequent cause of death. 
By 
1 9 0 7 
it was first in rank. 


Forced Air In Car*. 


Dr. Evans first directed his atten­ 
tion to the street cars. 
H e approached 
the railroad companies and suggested 
changes. 
In all attem pts to ventilate 
street cars he insisted on the reogni- 
tion of two fundam ental principles— 
some apparatus must be contrived to 
force the used up w arm air out at 
the top of the car and the fresh, cold 
air must be introduced at the bottom. 
I>r. Evans explained all this to the 
railroad companies, but they did not 
readily see the point. He then prom pt­ 
ly brought suits, but lie did not have 
to push them far. for as soon as they 
saw 
that 
the 
health 
commissioner 
meant 
business 
tbe 
corporations 
agreed to ventilate the cars. 
In the roofs of these cars are ex­ 
haust appliances which mechanically 
suck out the used up air in the floors, 
and under the seats are large Intakes 
into which the outside air constantly 
pours and after passing over the steam 
coils rises into the breathing zone. 
On 
the coldest days, when the doors and 
windows are shut tight and when the 
cars are packed, every passenger has 
an allotment of 400 cubic feet of out­ 
side air an hour. 
Then I'r. Evans tackled the schools, 
went through them and found an as­ 
tonishing percentage of backw ard pu­ 
pils. 
The thing most responsible for 
their backw ardness was hot, dry air. 
All air fit for the sustenance of hu­ 
man beings contains a large percent­ 
age of w ater vapor. 
The Chicago schools and the public 
schools in nearly all American cities 
took this humid air from outdoors and 
heated it until nearly all the w ater 
was squeezed out. 
The school rooms 
were thus filled with air the relative 
humidity of which was only 18. w here­ 
as nature’s own air contains about 72. 
The child subjected to such an atm os­ 
phere for any length of time becomes 
kiln dried and unfitted to perform the 
usual functions of his body, to say 
nothing of his mind. 
As a result of this agitation the Chi­ 
cago educational system has originat­ 
ed a new verb, “to humidify.” 
The 
meaning is simple. 
All hot air before 
entering the school room is passed 
through jets of w ater or of steam. 
It 
now picks up its moisture in “hum idi­ 
fying” cham bers in the basement in­ 
stead of in the throats and nasal pas­ 
sages of tin* children and teachers.

j tilation of departm ent stores, facto­ 
ries, mills, workshops and other estab­ 
lishments of like character. 
But the most pressing need is to 
reach the people in their homes. There 
Ls no law requiring the people to open 
their windows, to sleep out of doors, 
to let a gale blow through their living 
rooms several times a day. 
The only 
possible recourse was an appeal to 
public opinion. 
W ith this idea Dr. 
Evans became an agitator, a spell­ 
binder for fresh air. 
He went active­ 
ly upon the stump, preaching this new’ 
evangel from many platforms.

DRAMA. 


D'An n u n zio Th re a te n s to W e t Fe a th ­ 


ers of Ro sta n d ’s “ Ch a n te c le r." 


“Chantecler’* may have its nose put 
out of joint by the play which Ga­ 
briele d ’Annunzio threatens to write. 
Instead of a barnyard dram a the poet 
means to have a deep sea tragedy, 
with m ermaids and tritons and fishes 
that swim in the depths of the ocean. 
Crabs, lobsters, starfish, octopuses and 
whales may be leading characters. 
At any rate. D’Annunzio is full of his 
new’ idea and m eans to get to work on 
it at once. 
D ’Annunzio’s idea had its origin in 
his strong belief in Gordon Craig’s 
theories and inventions for stage light­ 
ing and effects. 
The poet and the son 
of Ellen Terry are intim ate friends, 
and both believe in a great future for 
the theater when stage lighting shall 
have* been perfected. 
Recently D’Annunzio gave a 
per­ 
formance at the private playhouse of 
a friend of his in Paris to show' what 
could be done in the way of scenic 
effects. 
The theater was converted 
into an open air playhouse, with closed 
walls and ceiling. 
This paradoxical 
result was obtained by substituting for 
the ordinary baek < loth a hemisphere 
concave tow ard the audience. 
Upon its surface colored lights wrere 
throw n bv the poet himself, who sat 
a t a sort of typew riter and successive­ 
ly turned on a moonlight, a starry 
night, a red sunset and a pink d a y ­ 
break, to say nothing of a violent, 
storm with blue, purple and black 
clouds, streaks of furious red and yel­ 
low and flashes of lightning. 
This sam e hemisphere, D’Annunzio 
explained, could be used for represent­ 
ing tin* sea, with all the effects of light 
and shade to be obtained in its depths; 
hence his plan to write a play on 
these lines.

It Is Alleg ed in Suits Broug ht Ag ainst

Pittsburg , Sept. I.—A move to oust 
the miners’ union from the central 
Pennsylvania coal field for all time 
was beg un here wh°n attorneys, act­ 
ing for six different coal companies, 
entered suits ag ainst Francis F eh an, 
president of district No. 5, United 
Mine Workers of America, ag ainst all 
members of his cabinet and ag ainst 
seventy-three 
additional 
persons, 
mainly leaders of strikers throug hout 
the strike zones. 
It is charg ed that 
Feehan and the others “conspired to 
cause a strike” in the central Pennsyl 
vania fieid. 
The suits have caused g reat excite­ 
ment in the strike fields, as many of 
those accused are ig norant of Amen- 
can ways and methods and have with 
ease been convinced by advisers that 
they will likely be hang ed in punish-

President Feehan, after the suits 
were filed, came out with a statement 
asking the workmen of the country 
and all fair-minded people to stand by 
the miners’ union in this fig ht, which 
he admits is directed ag ainst the very 
vitals of the 
miners’ org anization. 
Feehan asserts the employing opera­ 
tors have since the inception of the 
strike killed eig ht men and seven 
women, besides filling the poorhouses.

himself, and it is no hig her duty to a t­ 
tack the dishonest man than it is to 
exonerate the honest man falsely ac­ 
cused. and 1 should be ashamed to 
hesitate the fraction of n second long ­ 
er in one cas.e thau in the other, 
f Remember that honesty cannot be 
unilateral. 
Good citizens should cor­ 
dially distrust the man who can never 
see dishonesty excepting in men of the 
class he dislikes 
The reckless ag itator who invariably 
sing les out men of wealth as furnish­ 
ing the only examples of dishonesty 
and the equally unscrupulous—but no 
more unscrupulous—reactionary 
who 
can see dishonesty only in a black­ 
mailing politician or a crooked labor 
leader, both stand on the same plane 
of obnoxiousness. 
Not All Are Dishonest. 
You w ill never g et honesty from pol­ 
iticians until you exact honesty from 
business men. On the other hand, you 
brand yourselves as fools or as hypo­ 
crites if you say that the corporation 
owner or tbe employer is ahvays the 
dishonest man and the poor man never; 
that it is only the wealthy man who 
corrupts the politician and never the

the burk from the end containing the 
three eyes, one only of which is easily 
penetrated, and. having found this, it 
revolves the nut ag ainst the point of
